JUDGING  WHITE  HOUSE  REDUX,  AN 

OLD  STORY  CAME  TO  MIND. 

MORE  THAN  A  THOUSAND  YEARS  AGO, 

THE  STORY  GOES,  A  KING  WAS 
STRUGGLING  TO  PROTECT  HIS  WALLED  CITY 
FROM  CAPTURE.  HE  HAD  MAYBE  A  DOZEN 
TROOPS  LEFT,  ALL  OF  THEM  THOROUGHLY 

DEMORALIZED,  AND  THE  INVADING  ARMY  HAD 
JUST  BROKEN  THROUGH  THE  OUTER  GATES.  THE 
CITY  WAS  DOOMED. 

BUT,  THEN,  IN  A  FLASH  OF  INSIGHT,  THE  KING  MADE  A 

DECISION:  HE  WOULDN’T  SURRENDER,  FIGHT,  OR  EVEN  FLEE. 
HE  WOULD  INSTEAD  PREPARE  HIMSELF  A  HOT  MEAL,  AND  HE 
WOULD  SIT  DOWN  AT  A  TABLE,  UNPROTECTED  IN  A  NEARBY 
COURTYARD.  HE  WOULD  CALMLY  EAT  SUPPER  THERE,  UNPERTURBED, 
WAITING  FOR  HIS  ENEMIES  TO  ARRIVE. 

AND  THEY  ARRIVE.  THEY  COME  SCREAMING  ROUND  THE  CORNER— ONLY  TO 

SEE  THE  KING  THERE,  EATING.  BUT  HE  DOESN’T  STAND,  FLINCH,  OR  SAY  A  WORD.  HE 
DOESN’T  EVEN  ACKNOWLEDGE  THEIR  PRESENCE.  THE  SHEER  SURREALITY  OF  THE  SCENE 
CONVINCES  THE  INVADERS  THAT  IT  MUST  BE  A  TRAP— THAT  ARCHERS  MUST  BE  HIDING  IN  THE 
TURRETS  ABOVE,  WAITING  FOR  A  SIGN  TO  FIRE,  AND  THAT  HEAVILY  ARMED  SOLDIERS  MUST  BE  STANDING 

BEHIND  THE  DOORWAYS,  BROADSWORDS  IN  HAND.  A  WAVE  OF  PANIC  PASSES  OVER  THE  ARMY— AND  THE  INVADERS 

RETREAT  FROM  THE  CITY. 

THE  KING,  ALONE  WITH  HIS  PLATE  OF  WARM  FOOD,  HAS  SAVED  THE  CITY. 

THERE  WOULD  SEEM  TO  BE  AN  ARCHITECTURAL  LESSON  HIDDEN  INSIDE  SUCH  A  STORY— BUT  HOW  MIGHT  IT  BE  APPLIED  TO  THE  DESIGN  OF  A  NEW 
WHITE  HOUSE?  IS  THE  ULTIMATE  PROOF  OF  PRESIDENTIAL  SECURITY  NOT  A  MAN  OR  A  WOMAN  SURROUNDED  BY  BULLETPROOF  GLASS,  BUT  A 
PRESIDENT  WALKING  FREELY  IN  THE  STREET?  DOES  INSTALLING  BARBED  WIRE  AND  BLAST  WALLS  AT  THE  SYMBOLIC  HEART  OF  MODERN  DEMOCRACY 
SOMEHOW  MISS  A  MORE  SUBTLE  AND  IMPORTANT  POINT— THAT  IT  IS  PRECISELY  THE  INVISIBILITY  OF  GOVERNMENTAL  POWER  AND  SURVEILLANCE 
WITH  WHICH  WE  MUST  NOW  CONTEND? 

HOW  DO  WE  SPATIALLY  RESPOND  OR  GIVE  SHAPE  TO  THE  POLITICAL  SITUATION  TODAY?  WE  CAN  USE  ARCHITECTURE  TO  DIAGNOSE  AND  INTERPRET 
THE  WORLD— RISKING  THE  PROJECTION  OF  OUR  OWN  FANTASIES  UPON  SUCH  STRUCTURES— OR  WE  CAN  USE  ARCHITECTURE  TO  LAY  THE 
FOUNDATIONS  OF  FUTURE  TERRAINS  NO  ONE  ANTICIPATES. 

BY  THE  END  OF  THE  DAY,  THEN,  WITH  NEARLY  FIVE  HUNDRED  ENTRIES,  WHITE  HOUSE  REDUX  BEGAN  TO  FEEL  MORE  LIKE  A  GENRE  IN  ITS  OWN  RIGHT, 
SOMETHING  BETWEEN  SCIENCE  FICTION  AND  POLITICAL  MANIFESTO.  BUT  THAT  IS  PRECISELY  THE  STRENGTH  OF  ARCHITECTURAL  DESIGN  TODAY:  IT 
IS  LITERARY  AND  DIAGNOSTIC;  IT  SPECULATES  AND  NARRATES.  APPLIED  TO  THE  ICONS  OF  POLITICAL  POWER,  ARCHITECTURE  EXTENDS  THE 
IMAGINATIVE  REACH  OF  DESIGN  INTO  THE  REALM  OF  EVERYDAY  POSSIBILITY— CHANGING  GOVERNMENTS,  MINDS,  AND  NATION-STATES  ALIKE.

ABOUT  STOREFRONT  Since  1982,  Storefront  has 
presented  the  work  of  more  than  a  thousand  architects  and 
artists  who  challenge  conventional  perceptions  of  space  - 
from  aesthetic  experiments  to  explorations  of  the  concep¬ 
tual,  social  and  political  forces  that  shape  the  built  environ¬ 
ment.  Storefront  creates  an  open  forum  to  help  architects 
and  artists  realize  work  and  present  it  to  a  diverse  audience 
in  a  program  that  includes  an  exhibition,  film,  publication 
and  conversation  series. 

In  1993,  Storefront  commissioned  a  collaborative  building 
project  by  artist  Vito  Acconci  and  architect  Steven  Holl.  The 
project  replaced  the  existing  facade  with  a  series  of  twelve 
panels  that  pivot  vertically  or  horizontally  to  open  the  entire 
length  of  the  gallery  directly  onto  the  street.  The  project  blurs 
the  boundary  between  interior  and  exterior  and,  by  placing 
the  panels  in  different  configurations,  creates  a  multitude  of 
different  possible  facades.  Now  regarded  as  a  contemporary 
architectural  landmark,  Storefrontfs  facade  is  visited  by 
artists,  architects  and  students  from  around  the  world.
